The board have the 
pleasure of knowing that they have not only come 
forward with their gifts of money, but that they have 
also devoted their time and talents to the work.— 
The members of one small society have toiled in- 
dustriously with their own hands ; the proceeds of 
their labours, converted into money, have been re- 
mitted to your treasury year after year, and the sum 
which they have contributed, now amounts to 
about four hundred dollars. Others, in more than 
one place in the Union, have gone from street to 
street, and from house to house ; they have visited 
the garrets and the cellars of the poor and the des- 
titute. They have laboured and they have perse- 
vered with the kindness, and tenderness, and pa- 
tience, which belong to their sex ; and no disgusting 
objects, no ignorance, no ingratitude, no obstacles, 
have caused them to desist. They have furnished 
the Scriptures to many gratuitously, when it was 
proper to give, but more generally by inducing in- 
dividuals to purchase ; and, cheered by the evident 
good which has resulted from their efforts, urged 
on by compassion for the numbers whom they know 
to be still needy, actuated by love to the Bible, and 
to Him who has given it to our race, having the 
blessings of hundreds resting on them, they are re- 
solved to continue their pious toils. The Managers 
cannot, in too strong terms, express their value of 
such assistants ; and, to the ladies of every place in 
our country, the Managers propose the example of 
their female coadjutors, who emulate the zeal and 
love of those disciples of Jesus, who ‘ were last at 
his cross, and earliest at his grave.”

Christians of great attainments in know-' 
ledge should not in their hearts despise, nor in 
their conduct ridicule, the feeble conceptions of 
those who are babes in Christ; but must meekly 
correct their errors and most kindly instruct their 
ignorance. This ts love. In very many persons 
there will unhappily be found some things, which, 
although they by no means affect the reality and sin- 
cerity of their religion, considerably diminish its 
‘ustre, and haveatendency, without the caution of 
love, to disturb our communion with them. Some 
have a forward and obtrusive manner, others are 
tilkative, others indulge a complaining, whining, 
begging disposition ; others are abrupt almost to 
rudeness in their address ; these and many more are 
the spots of God’s children, with which we are 
sometimes so much displeased, as to feel an aliena- 
tion of heart from the subjects of them, although | 
we have no doubt of their real piety. Now here! 
is room for the exercise of love. These are the 
cases in which we are to employ that charity which | 
covereth all things. Are we to love only amiable 
Christians ? Perhaps after all, in the substantial 
parts of religion, these rough characters far excel 
others, whom courtesy and amiableness have carri- 
ed to the highest degree of polish. Ido not say we 
are to love these individuals for their peculiarities, 
Dut an of them. Not on their own acconnt, 
fxr Christ's sake, to whom thev belong. And 
wh itcan be a greater proofof our affection for him, 
‘han to love an unloy ely indiy idual on his account )

to every one, as to require no argument to enforce 
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Importance of Religious Publications. 

Mr. Peck relates an incident, which proves the 
high importance of circulating religious publications 
as widely as possible. He says, that he has found 
many Christians who knew nothing of the mighty 
schemes and triumphs of benevolence, at the pre- 
sent day. We are convinced, that the best method 
within our power, of exciting and sustaining a mis- 
sionary spirit, is to introduce, if possible, into eve- 
ry Christian family, a copy of some religious pub- 
lication. 

With reference to our own denomination, it must 
be evident, from a comparison of the actual number 
of Baptists in the United States, with the number of 


them, that a sad deficiency of information exists on 
missionary, and other similar topics. Of the Star, 
upwards of a thousand copies are distributed week- 
ly. Of the Luminary, nearly the same number are 
printed monthly. Of the American Baptist Maga- 
zine, published once in two months, six or seven 
thousand copies are probably circulated. Of the 
Christian Watchman, about a thousand copies are 
printed weekly. The Christian Secretary, a week- 
ly paper, and the New York Western Magazine, the 
only other Baptist publications within our know- 
ledge, have, we presume, a limited circulation. It 
is, perhaps, near the truth, to suppose, that of all 
these publications, 10,000 copies circulate exclu- 
sively in our own denomination. Admit that each 
copy is read by five persons, upwards of two hun- 
dred thousand Baptists must be 1gnorant, or very tm- 
perfectly informed, of the aims and efforts of mission- 
aries ; of the state of the heathen ; of the progress 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom ; and, in fine, of all that 
animating intelligence, and profitable instruction, 


We need not point out the necessary eflects of this 
seclusion from the sources of information. It would 
be miraculous indeed, if an ardent and liberal zeal 
for the spread of the gospel, pervaded the bosoms 
of those, who have heard little of the degrading su- 
perstitions and moral death of the heathen world, 
and have scarcely learned, that the banner of the 
cross has been reared, and the conflict successfully 
begun. The case must, we imagine, be so evident 


the importance of exertion to extend the circulation 
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rejoice to hear of the heart-subdued penitent devoting 
himself to God. 


If these things are so, why not seek for those vehicles 
of information, which contain such interesting intelli- 
gence. Why not devote a few shillings annually for the 
purchase of such publications, which will not only give 
you food for your own soul, but will benefit your house- 
hold. As a proof of their utility, we would refer the 
reader to a letter from a faithful correspondent and agent, 
in our last number, signed T. in which he remarks :—
